PROHIBITION. 

NoTHINe could be squarer or more definite 
than the stand taken by the Mail, in an ex- 
tract published elsewhere in this issue,on the 
question of prohibition in the North-West. 
It is a declaration of government policy, and 
as such is very satisfactory to the temper- 
ance people of the North-West, who were be- 
ginning to believe from the present method 
of administration of the law that. it was in- 
tended to bring it into disrepute, so that it 
might safely be abandoned without offending 
the large prohibition element in the east. It 
seems however that this not the case, and 
that at present in the North-West the 
ernment stands squarely on a prohibition 
platform, hat if the law is brought into 
disrepute it is not through any wish of the 
government. Nor are the prospects any bet- 
ter for a repeal of the law from the other 
side of the house, but rather worse, 
temperance vote has so kreat an influence 
with the gov ernment it must have still great- 
er with the opposition, who are in closer re- 
lationship to the prohibitionists. So that no 
matter which party is in power, as long as 
the temperance feeling in the east is as strong 
a8 ab present, and ag long as territorial af 
fairs are managed from Ottawa,

Of course it ig tyranny for the federal 
authorities to enforce prohibition in the ter- 
ritories when they have no representation in 
Parliament, but it. is A& benificent tyranny

tyrannical exercise of power, but as a rule

From Fort MeMurray 
to the lake the river is nearly straight, very 
wide and fallof islands, very easy and plea- 
sunt to saildown, Fort Chipewyan is in the 
west corner of the lake, at its outlet by way 
ol the Slave river. The trip from Edmouton 
to Chipewyan occupied 34 days. At the date 
of their letter they were starting for the 
north end of the lake and had rigged a sail 
on their boat. All the information they had 


received up to that time was very favorable | 


and they believed that they had already se- 
enured specituens of silver. The appearance 
or the shores of the lake is that of a mineral 
bearing couutry. The steamer Grahame ar- 
rived at Chipewyan on July 8rd at about 3 
po., having left Fort MeMarray at 1) p.m. 
on the Yad. The distance is about 200 miles. 


Tur Indian side of the story of the recent 
encounter between several Sarcees and the 
police near Calgary is that the police fired on 
the Indians without provecation; that the 
Iidians had no guns and so could not return 
the fire of the police when they desired to.
